Applicants* representative telephoned to discuss the rejections over the cited prior art in view of applicants' newly filed 
amended claims. In particular, applicants' representative argued that the amendment to independent daim 1 which 
added the limitation that the "hydrophobic substance was distributed unifonmly throughout the metal oxide networi<" and 
the limitation that the "hydrophobic substance comprised at least one pre-condensed fluoroalkylsilane" overcame the 
both the Nakashani and Takahashi references. Applicants' representative argued that the Takahashi reference failed 
to teach or suggest that the fluoroalkyi groups (hydrophobic groups) are distributed unifonnly throughout the metal 
oxide networi< as now claimed and that the reference specifically teaches a two layer system of a first base layer of a 
metal oxide and a second layer of hydrophobic alkysilane. Therefore, applicants' representative argues that the there is 
no "hydrophobic substance distributed unifomnly throughout the metal oxide layer". Applicants' representative further 
argued that the Nakashani reference fails to teach that the fluoroalklysilane is pre-condensed as in the amended claims 
and further argues that the applicants' specfication has evidence in table 1 that the coatings with the pre-codensed 
fluoroalkylsilaries are "different an unexpectedly better". With regard to the rejections under 35 USC 101 (Statutory 
Double Patenting), it was argued the amendments to the claims made this rejection moot. 

Applicants' representative was informed that the amendments and arguments over the prior art appeared to overcome 
the rejections, but that argumenst/amendments would be carefully considered when applicants' amendments were 
examined, The representative was further informed that while 101 rejections were overcome, a non-statutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection still existed. Applicants' representative was infomied that this could be 
overcome with a Temninal Disclaimer or by abandoning the 10/806.761 application. 
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
